SPRINGFIELD, HI., Feb. 25.—Puine, the recal- 
citrant witness, was brought before the House 
this morning. When the Speaker askedif he 
was willing to answer the queatiofis of the Com- 
mittee, he answered that he was not. Ray of- 
fered a resolution committing him to the County 
Jail until to-morrow at 10 o’cloek, when his body 
is to be brought to the bar once more. Oren- 
dorff deféitidd his ocdnsfituént, and won 
the admiration of the crowd in the gal- 
lery and lobbies. The vote was 65 to 41 for jail. 
The recaleitrant was, taken in custody by the 
Doorkeeper, and marched toward the jail. As 
soon as they got outaida the State-House ground, 
the Deputy Sheriff of Sangamop County served 
the Doorkeeper with a writ of habeas corpus, or- 
dering him to produce the body of Paine before 
the Circuit Court., The Doorkeeper re- 
turned to the State House with the prisoner to 
consult the statutes, and was advised by lawyers 
of the House that he had three days to answer, 
The House, on being advised of the writ, ap- 
pointed Messrs, Hay, Bradwell, Dunham, Roun- 
tree, Shaw, and Moore, of Adams, to represent 
the House in court.

Without 
settling this question, they listened to a paper 
from Dr. Schloetzer, advocating the license sys- 
tem, showing how it would lessen those diseases 
with which Nature has appropriately stigmatized 
the social evil, and how it would tend to ame- 
liorate the condition of fallen women. The 
functionaries present then discovered that they 
had no legal power to act,—at all events there 
were grave doubts on that point. Some of them 
wanted to consult the Corporation Counsel,

No system less rigid is worth a 
moment's consideration on sanitary grounds. 

The scheme is predicated on the ides of mak- 
ing the lewd women pay the whole cost of pro- 
tecting the lewd men from the consequences of 
their joint lewdness. Such a system 1s not only 
grossly unfair, but,as we have already remarked, 
inefficient under the conditions of freedom which 
prevail in all large cities of a heterogeneous pop- 
ulation. As to the moral features of the licens- 
ing system, they are altogether bad. They hold 
out a hope of immunity from the consequences 
of vice, which is for the most part illusory. 
They give a quasi public sanction to one of the 
worst forms of social disorder. To say that the 
evil always has existed and always will exist proves 
nothing whatever in the case. Nature has affix- 
ed a terrible penalty to it, and one which the 
ingenuity of man cannot add to. We would not 
say that man should not seek to subtract from 
it. We would provide hospitals for this class of 
patients, though not until the sufferers from 
more innocent maladies are provided for. But 
we would not employ the power of the State to 
abate one jot of the deterriog force which these 
diseases exercise, not even to shield virtuous 
wives and unborn children from the conse-

TAXES ON LAND. 

Some weeks ago we published several columns 
of facta illustrating the inconsistencies and ab- 
surdities of the present Revenue law of this 
State, and the frauds and worse committed un- 
der that act. We called attention to the fact 
that, of the taxnble property in this State, only 
the land, town lots, and the live-stock on the 
farms were enumerated with any degree of acou- 
racy, and that these alone paid any honest pro- 
portion of the tax. The Revenue law was cun- 
ningly devised to swindle the land-holders of the 
State, who, badly duped, allowed the whole bur- 
den of taxation to be placed on their shoulders, 
under an idea that the twenty or thirty printed 
pages of the law providing for an assessment of 
other personal property would prove of some 
effect. The Revenue law of this State is a 
literary monstrosity. It is so fashioned with oaths 
and affirmations and powers of arrest, search, 
seizure, penalties, and forfeitures, that it would 
be truly alarming if it could be enforced. Like 
an overdose of poison, it defeats itself. It is 
a jest and a byword, a fraud and a deception. 
It attempts too much, and accomplishes nothing, 
except to make taxation in Illinois more unjust 
and unequal, perhaps, than in any other State of 
the Union. 

The fault of the law is in the attemot it makes 
to reach personal property; of this, the Assessor 
reaches, perhaps, 80 per cent; and, of what he 
finds, one-third escapes the Collector; so that 
80 per cent of the personal property of the State 
escapes taxation altogether. In the assessment 
of 1873, “‘merchandise” in the State of Illinois 
is returned at $38,000,000. In 1873, over 
$575,000,000 of merchandise was sold at whole- 
sale in Chicago alone; and the sales, wholesale 
and retail, in the State in the year were probably 
not less than $1,500,000,000. Every horse, ox, cow, 
sheep, and hog on a farm in Ulnois was assessed 
and taxed; every farm-wagon and implement 
was taxed, and they constitute nearly one-half 
the whole assessed value of personal property 
in the State. The land, outside of town-lote— 
the farm lands—is taxed on « valuation of 
$582,000,000, and every cent of this tax will be 
collected by sale if necessary. Excluding the 
live-stock, agricultural implements, and house- 
hold furniture on farms, the other personal 
property im the State is valued at about $150,- 
000,000, and more thap one-half the tax thereon 
will never be paid,—-there being no way to col- 
lect it. Thus the Revenue law which the farmers 
have been made believe was intended to reach 
the holders of persona! property, has no other 
effect than to mike them pay on their land and 
stock and household goods nearly the whole 
tax of the State. 

The fact is overlooked that the State of Illi- 
nois is now out of debt, and has u certain reve- 
nue from other sources; and that the entire reve- 
nue needed by the State for all purposes may be 
levied and collected, without any tax whatever 
on either land or personal property. The State of 
Illinois might, if the Legislature and State offi- 
cers were willing, celebrate the National Centen- 
nial by abolishing every tax on the land and per- 
sonal property for State purposes, after 
the Fourth of July, 1876, as has al- 
ready been done in Pennsylvania. That 
would be the proudest monument that 
could be erected. It would be « proud 
record that a State only a few years ago pronouno- 
ed bankrupt, numbering over 8,000,000 of people, 
supporting a most liberal system of public 
schools, maintaining an immense array of public 
charities, and having paid off every cent of pub- 
lic debt, celebrated the beginning of the new 
century of the nation by a repeal of all the taxes 
upon the land and other property of ita people. 
Could the Farmers of the State want a more 
glorious result to their movement for reform than 
the abolition of all State taxes ? 

The Constitution of Illinois provides two 
modes of taxation. 1. A tax by valuation, to 
produce such revenue as may be needed, in ad- 
dition to the revenue otherwise collected. 2. By 
a tax upon the agencies by which commerce in 
products is carried on. The Constitution enu- 
merates a long bt of these, and, when this list 
is examined, it will strike the reader with sur- 
prise that this last source of revenue, so easily 
reached, should never have been resorted to by 
the State which for years has been engaged 
in most abortive schemes to raise revenue with 
any degree of fairness by the plan of valuation. 
There can be no question that the fairest and 
most equitable mode of taxation is by a tax on 
incomes. a tax, honestly administered, 
would be the most just ; but human wisdom has 
never been able to & plan for its honest 


enforcement.

Bear in mind that the entire amount required 
for State and school purposes 1s only $3,500,000, 
tor which nearly $500,000 is paid by the Illinois 
Central Railroad. With the extinguishment of the 
State debt next January, the aggregate amonnt 
will be still further reduced. We repeat that it 
is perfectly possible to release the land-tax al- 
together, and if the farmers and owners of town 
and city lots are true to themselves they will 
make it an issue this coming fall, and compel 
the next Legislature to make the change. 


MORTON AND SCHURZ. 

It would be charity to think that Mr. Morton’s 
reply to Senator Schurz’s able speech on the 
finances was misreported by the wires. Judged 
by the telegram, his rambling remarks were as 
wild as the hitting of a prize-fighter both of 
whose eyes are closed. He accused Mr. Schurz 
of having carefully prepared his speech,—the 
regular thing being to make a speech without 
understanding your subject. Before the Mis- 
souri Senator could recover from such a sting- 
ing reproach, Mr. Morton had proved that the 
currency ought to be inflated by saying that he 
had known men who, although ignorant as a 
horse, had “crammed” three or four old 
speeches, and had then made flaming speeches 
themselves. Is Logan, who boasted that he 
had érammed finance in the spare hours 
of two weeks, to be thus stabbed in 
the house of his friends? The speaker 
went on to say that the doctrines of the effete 
despotisms of Europe could not apply in s 
young and growing land, where the American 
eagle, etc., etc. To show that ne was well up in 
the doctrines of the effete despotisms aforesaid, 
the orator remarked that Schurz was what 
they call in France a political Hilerateur,” but 
others had read and studied as much as he bad! 
Mr. Morton then hastened to show that he was 
not one of these others, by bringing forward the 
foliowing arguments in favor of counterfeit 
money: Schurz knows nothing about America; 
somebody's travels in China have been quoted 
to show the evils of paper currency, there- 
fore this country would be like China, if we 
bad specie payments; “our currency is 
the best the world ever saw of ils kind;” 
we have prospered more under this currency 
than we ever did before, ergo, the currency is 
the cause of our prosperity. This last is much 
like saying that, since the country prospered 
more during the year in which Chicago was 
burned than ever before, the Great Fire was the 
cause uf the prosperity. 

The stuff we have here summarized is very 
sad twaddle for a Senator of the United States 
to indulge in. Mr. Morton has not made such 2 
melancholy exhibition of himself since he took 
the stump in favor of paying off the ponds in 


greenbacks. 
THE GREAT COMMOTION. 

We are fallen upon a time of agitation. There 
is a general shaking up of the virtues and the 
vices, and the pools of society are being vigor- 
ously stirred by the angels of reform. Whether 
their waters will acquire any curative proper- 
ties in the operation remains to be seen, but we 
may at least hope that something good will re- 
sult from all this shaking up. The little tem- 
perance ripple which agitated an Ohio village a 
ter weeks ago has grown into & great 
wave which is sweeping all over the 
country. The female crusaders are on 
the war-path against whisky in every 
partof Ohio. The temperance tabernacies are 
rolling through Indiana, notwithstanding the 
pet bears and orchestrions and occasional del- 
uges of water and beer with which the saloon- 
keepers strive in vain to obstruct the onward 
progress of the movement. In Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Tennessee, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and New England, the crusaders are 
lighting their camp-fires and preparing to be- 
siege the strongholds of rum and ruin with 
psalm and prayer, and these failing, with the more 
carnal weapons of legal processes. The revival- 
ists are also on the march with their spiritus] 
weapons newly burnished, seeking recruite to 
serve under the white banner of the Prince of 
Peace, and, although they are now concentrating 
their most strenuous efforts upon such no- 
toriously wicked places as St. Louis and Milwau- 
kee, all signs indicate that it will not be long 
before the sinners and backsliders of Chicago 
and other cities will be called upon to 
repent, for the Kingdom of Heaven is at 
hand. The feformers are also upon the 
track of the gamblers and the social 
evil. The churches themselves are agitating 
their own members and shepherds. Just when 
it was supposed that the Plymouth Church scan- 
dal was settled at a brotherly meeting of the 
Revs. Beecher, Storrs, and Buddington, it breaks 
out afresh, and the two latter geutlemen are de- 
termined that Beecher shall be regulated into 
the old-fashioned practices of Congregational! - 
ism. The new Reformed Episcopalian Church 
avery now and then sets some shaky brother in 
the old Church adrift from his moorings, and 
tows him to the new anchorage-grounds of Cum- 
mins and Cheney. We hardly need recall 
the recent Ritualistic agitation in Wisconsin, 
which developed such a profusion of epithets 
and hard names. In our own city, Prof. Swing 
is set down as a heretic because his thinking 
leads him now and then out of the dogmatic 
ruts of John Knox. Dr. Patton, of the Interior, 
is very properly stigmatized by his brethren in 
the pulpit as a busybody engaged in stirring up 
harmful animosities. Dr. Everts has been call- 
ed all sorts of hard names by brethren both in 
and out of his denomination for slandering one 
of his own cloth. Dr. McKaig has 
already been given up by the conservative 
Presbyterians as a scientific unbeliever or misbe- 
liever tainted with Darwin, Huxley, and Spencer. 
Where the belligerent McCarthy will land, no 
one can say ; but it may be safely assumed that 
he will rend his church in twain, and that the 
agitation will then get out of the church into the 
courts. Meanwhile it is Lent, and, although 
faithful Episcopalians should enjoy spiritual 
rest, the war between the two Bishops knows no 
cessation, and the courts still grind out the 
strife between Whitehouse and the ecusant 
Vestry of Christ Church. 

But it is not alone in the domain of temper- 
ance and religion that we find agitation. It 
prevails everywhere, and, were it not that these 
periods of agitation have been known before, 
it would almost seem asif the foundations of 
things were breaking up. Although election ia 
a long ways off, the political kettle is boiling, 
and no one can yet foresee the result. The peo-

It is the protest of conservatism against 
radicalism. The world moves too fast. 
There is danger of its breaking sway from 
the old moorings entirely, and 4rifting off 
into upknown ether, and so the theologians 
and teachers of morals put in their caveats. 
How far they will stop it, remains to be seen. 
These agitations are nothing new. There have 
been great revivals and groat temperance waves 
before. Like the Rabbi in Uriel Acosta,” We 
have seen all this before.” After they have had 
their day, the world will settle back again into 
its old ways, and will probably be about as ready 
to crucify Christ as it was before, but the gen- 
eral result of the agitation will be productive 
of good. There are some men who will 
become temperate and remain «40. ‘heir 
are some men who will become godly and 
remain so. Some evils will be corrected and 
remain so. Thus, between the radical perversity

THE LATEST LAND-GRAB. 

Our Washington dispatches of yesterday 
brought information of the latest Land-Grab 
bill introduced into Congress. It is 6 bill to 
charter the “International Land and Immigra- 
tion Company,” with the names of many well- 
known citizens of Chicago, St. Louis, Philadel- 
phia, and other cities as incorporators. The bill 
was designed months since, snd recently widened 
in its provisions to cover certain interests lying 
near Chicago, and the plans of certain Chicago 
gentlemen and some Chicago names were in- 
serted merely for their influence. The real ob- 
ject of the bill is to secure lands belonging to 
the Government at merely nominal prices, and 
then enter them in the Company’s inventories at 
a high valuation. , 

There are many lands in well-settled States 
which still belong to the Government, viz. : 
Submerged lands, now well drained; bit 
lands, or graduated lands, as in Mis- 
souri, of which the entries, which were 
fraudulent and void, have failed to divest the 
Government of title; Indian lands, etc. Of these 
classes there are several millions of acres. 
These lands, if secured at s nominal price, can 
be put in the company’s invoices at an hundred- 
fold their cost as the basis of bonds. Immi- 
grants will be made use of to furnish a market 
for the bonds and colonize the lands at exces- 
sive valuations. A corporation with the com- 
bined powers of savings banks, and deposit and 
discount banks, of loan offices and transporta- 
tion companies, composed of men connected 
with the Land Department, and subject only to 
the nominal supervision of the Secretary of the 
Interior, can prooure, in fact, if not by the 
terms of the bill, the absolute control of ali the 
remnant lands in the United States, and expand 
itself after wards. 

A peculiar feature of the scheme is that 
necessarily all but one, or whatever number oon- 
stitute the ring, are merely catepaws. For 
whoever first signs his name to the subscription 
books can, by subscribing $1,000,000 and paying 
$50,000, absorb the entire capital and mo- 
nopolizo the franchises conferred. If Congress 
actually consents to grant a national charter toa 
concern of this kind, it will be the first time in 
the history of our Government that such general 
and comprehensive powers have been ceded, and
